In dismissing von Brauchitsch a 
few days before Christmas. Hitler 
declared his “intuitions” had led 
“to reserve to himself personally 
all essential decisions” In directing 
the war. 
Changes His Mind 
The British ministry of informa­ 
tion circulated extracts of an ar­ 
ticle in the antl-Axis German lan­ 
guage newspaper Die Zeitung. pub­ 
lished In London, declaring that 
the fuehrer now had changed his 
mind and that commands of the 
conservative 
Generals Von Bock, 
Von Rundstedt. Von Leeb and others 
“have been confirmed and they are 
now in charge of new armies.” 
"The newspaper said the compro­ 
mise was “equivalent to an admis­ 
sion on the part of Hitler” that he 
needed Germany’s military brains 
to conduct the war. Hitler served 
as coriwral in the 1914-1918 World 
war. 
Amid steadily mounting reverses 
on t h e - f r o n t , the German

FIGHTING HEAVY 
ON ENTIRE FRONT 


Observers Wonder whether 
Fortress Will Be An­ 
other Maginot

2. Or have the British erected 
a secret network of death-trap de­ 
fenses at the lower tip of the Malay 
peninsupla, guarding the mile-wide 
water barrier to Singapore island 
from the north?

pore told of giant guns so powerful 
their detonations would burst ear 
drums at 100 yards and knock pic­

an “impregnable" defense bastion

1. We are fighting a barbarisnr 
which, if it can get its feet on our 
soil, will reenact the horrors which 
have perpetrated in such invuded 
countries as Yugoslavia, Poland and 
China.

victory for Hitler and his minions. 
Every ship which Is sunk lessen* 
our ability to transport supplies. 
And the moral of these lessons 
rather obviously is that it is only 
by a supreme effort of production 
and shipbuilding -th e devotion of 
everything we have to this end— 
that the 
Allies 
can 
defeat 
the 
enemy Everybody knows the Allies 
have by far the greater potential 
resources, but that won’t do us any 
good if we don’t get them into ac­ 
tion—not a year hence, but now. 
That means total sacrifice arid to­ 
tal effort on the part of every one 
of us.

UNDERSEAWAR

Australia Now Threatened by Jap Attackers 
I CONTRACT POWERS 


Walsh Backs Proposal To 
Reduce Excess War 
Profits 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 29—Limi­ 
tation of the navy’s authority 
to 
negotiate contracts without com­ 
petitive bidding was proposed today 
by Chairman Walsh <D-Mass) 
of 
the senate naval affairs committee 
as a 
step toward 
curbing 
war 
profits. 
With colleagues questioning the 
cost of army fighting planes, Walsh 
told reporters he hoped to amend 
a pending bill so that lie negotiated 
contracts under which many ships 
and planes are built for the navy 
would yield no excessive profits. 
This might be accomplished, he 
said, by providing for the writing 
of cast restrictions into the con­ 
tracts, pending submission by the 
treasury of a definite plan to re­ 
strict or recapture through taxa- 
hon large pro its piled up from 
armament contracts. 
The senate unanimously approv­ 
ed and sent to the White House 
yesterday a $12,556,672,474 
army 
appropriations measure 
providing 
funds tor 23,000 combat and 
10,- 
000 training planes, after only 27 
minutes of debate 
Asks Cost Reduction 
Before the bill passed, however, 
Senator Tydings (D-Md) told his 
colleagues he thought the time had 
arrived for some reduction in tho 
cost of individual planes 
because 
the country rapidly was reaching a 
mass production basis. 
Tydings declarel that the aver- . 
age cost of planes and equipment 
under the bill would be $2550,000 
each, and said It appeared that a 
"fixed" figure had been established 
which was not being reduced even 
though costs dropped under mass 
production schedules. 
Complaining that the senate was 
caned upon to approve the bill be­ 
fore the printed record of hear­ 
ings before .the appropriations com­ 
mittee became available, Senator 
La Follette (Prog-Wls) 
asserted 
that congress was in a fair way to­ 
ward losing its control of the purse 
Z. Supporting the appropriation com­ 
mittee's appea’ for speedy action 
on the measure, Senator McKellar 
(X>-Tenn) said Lieut. Gen. Henry 
I t Arnold, chief of staff for 
air.

WOMEN’S WORKING 
TIME IS DEBATED 


CIO Is Openly Opposed To 
Relaxation of State Re­ 
quirements 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 29.—The con­ 
troversial question of whether war­ 
time conditions necessitate relaxa­ 
tion of the state law regulating 
maximum working hours for wom­ 
en in industry came up for public 
debate today. 
Invited by George A. ©train, di­ 
rector of industrial relations, to 
give their views, labor leaders came 
here with the CIO openly opposed 
to the state administration's policy 
of 
letting down the bars, even 
temporarily. 
Ted F. Silvey, Ohio CIO secre­ 
tary-treasurer, said before an open 
conference in the state office build­ 
ing that Strain’s issuance of tem­ 
porary permits to some industries 
was unnecessary and contrary to 
law and that he would advise local 
unions to oppose putting into prac­ 
tice Strain’s policy of letting war 
contract firms work their women
